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Pottstown Flood Control Project Included in Budget

When President Gerald R. Ford sent Congress his 
record $349 billion budget Monday, Pottstown wasn’t 
forgotten. 


Included in the mass of figures designed to operate 
American government for the next 15 months, starting 
July 1, was an appropriation of $70,009 for the 
Schuylkill River flood control project. 


Disclosure of the budget allocation was made by Fif­ 
th District Congressman Richard T. Schulze. 
According to Schulze, the money will pay for advan­ 
ced engineering and design studies over a period of 15 


months beginning July 1 and running until Sept. 30. 
1976. 
Last year Congress approved the Schuylkill River 
project, but the appropriations committees of the 
House and Senate failed to approve an allocation in 
time for it to be included in the appropriations bill nowr 
supplying money for projects. 
Since that time, however, an appropriation has been 
approved, and this is reflected in the President's 
budget submitted to Congress Monday. 
The unusual 15 month funding is part of the federal 
government’s effort to convert to a new' fiscal year. 
Previously, the government's fiscal year ran from 
July 1 of one year to June 30 of the next. 


Under the new plan, the new fiscal year will begin 
Oct. 1,1976 and run through Sept 30.1977. 
According to Schulze. $50,000 of the appropriation 
will be for the fiscal year beginning July 1 and running 
to June 30.1976. 
The other $20,000 will be to continue the design and 
engineering studies through to Sept. 30,1976, 
“ WThile this is not a major amount of money.” said 
the congressman, “it appears to be sufficient for the 
first year’s design work. 
“ I will make every effort possible to get prompt 
approval by the congress.” 
He said the Army Corps of Engineers has estimated 
informally completion of the Pottstown flood control 


project will take “at least four fiscal years.” 
Schulze explained he has asked for more detailed 
information from the Corps of Engineers, hoping there 
may be some way to speed the project. 
Inclusion of the appropriation in the proposed budget 
carries out a pledge made by President Ford the past 
August to the effect if the Pennsylvania delegation in 
congress pursued the matter with him. the money 
would be allocated. 
The pledge by the President came just two days after 
congress dropped a $40,000 appropriation for the same 
purpose, apparently in response to Ford's call for all 
areas of government to reduce spending as a weapon

If the Congress 
will come forward with one 
of its own —a full com-

p rogra m, 
not 
just a series of individual 
criticisms 
or 
conflicting 
pieces of legislation —I am 
sure we can iron out our dif­ 
ferences. ” 
Again and again, he called 
for 
action 
by 
Congress, 
whose 
Democrats 
were 
highly 
critical 
of

proposed budget. His voice 
rising. 
Ford 
said 
the 
American public has been 
roused the past two weeks 
since his State of the Union 
message calling for tax cuts, 
expanded aid to the jobless 
and higher oil tariffs to curb 
consumption.

American public and the 
President” can solve the 
nation's economic and enrgy 
woes. 
This was the first trip for 
Ford since announcing his 
program denouncing what 
he said was congressional 
“nitpicking.”

sales. 
GE said it would offer 
rebates of between $2 and $5 
to people who buy any one of 
39 small electric appliances 
between March 21 and Mav 


18 and send proof of pur­

A m anufacturer of a por­ 
celain product, meanwhile, 
offered its employes 10 per 
cent cash rebates on new 
appliance purchases. 
Industry rebates on con­ 
sumer products are aimed at 
helping the nation's sagging

individual spending. Banks 
are lowering their prime 
interest rates in order to 
encourage corporate spen­ 
ding.

among the hardest hit by

Kayser said it will be a “general layoff" 
meaning workers in a number of departments 
will temporarily lose their jobs.

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Attorney Turns Up 
File on Sunnybrooke

The Montgomery Cdunty Planning Com­ 
mission started a file on the proposed Village 
of Sunnybrooke on Sept.6 1974, and may have 
known about the project as early as June 5. 


That’s what a Pottstown lawyer represen­ 
ting 29 Lower Pottsgrove residents told the 
township board of commissioners and more 
than 75 residents Monday night. 
In addition. Matthew S. Santangelo, senior 
partner in the King Street law firm of San­ 
tangelo, Lewis, and Mescolotto, said the coun­ 
ty planning commission authorized the draf­ 
ting of six design tracings for the high density 
development and that no filing charges or 
fees were paid for the work. 
He said the commission discussed and con­ 
ferred with Philadelphia architectural firm 
about the project, which calls for more than 
400 housing units, despite the fact that no for­ 
mal application was made to the township 
board of commissioners. 
Santangelo's speech followed a decision by 
the board to set 7:30 p.m. April 3 as the time

President 
Sends Budget 
To Congress 


WASHINGTON (U P I ) — 
President 
Ford 
sent 
Congress 
Monday a $349 
billion budget of "honest self 
denial” which calls for the 
biggest deficit in peacetime 
history and predicts rising 
unemployment and inflation 
in 1975 and 1976. 
The forecasts were the 
bleakest the administration 
has issued. 
“My God.” said Rep. Sam 
Gibbon, 
D-Fla.. when he 
heard about Ford s predic­ 
tions. “It must mean that he 
is going to be a two-year 
president. 
If the predictions hold fast. 
Ford would have to run for 
the presidency in 1976 with 
early 7.5 million persons out 
of work 
Ford forecast greater eco­ 
nomic stagnation this year 
than last, with national out­ 
put dipping by 3.3 per cent 
when 
increases 
due 
to 
inflation are left out. Last 
year's drop in the gross 
national product was 2.2 per 
cent. 
The budget calls for a $51.9 
billion deficit and outlays of 
$349.4 billion in fiscal 1976. 
which starts next July. 
This is an increase of only 
11 
per 
cent 
— bareley 
keeping pace with inflation 
—over the $313.4 billion the 
government is spending this 
year 
“The budget being submit­ 
ted today is a compassionate 
one.” Ford said in remarks 
he delivered as he signed the 
budget m essage and sent it 
to Congress. 
“ It has muscle as well.” 
he said. “ It has discipline 
and honest self-denial. It isa 
start in a new direction 
along the permanent road of 
fiscal integity...” 
In Congress, the action ran 
along 
two 
contradictory’ 
tracks. There was dismay 
over the size of the deficit 
and anguish 
over Ford's 
proposals 
to 
reduce 
scheduled 
increases 
in 
health, veterans, education, 
welfare, 
food 
and 
other 
human needs programs. The

Brief Interlude 
Just for Goots 


The lowly goat finally has come into his own. 
For years the only people who knew 
appreciated goats were members of the American 
Goat Dancing Association. 
But now the goat’s reputation has been enhan­ 
ced. 


Not only has the goat become respectable but so 
respectable one could easily sit on the board of 
Presidential Economic Advisors. 
No kidding. 
The goat is a barometer of the economy . 
When goat sales go up, it is a sign the economy is 
going down. 
And when goat sales go down, the economy is on 
an upward swing. 


Last year was a banner goat year. 
Donald Wilson, who is the executive secretary of 
the American Dairy Goat Association, said from 
his office in Spindale, N.C., the economic situation 
is causing the big goat boom. 
Last year, 20.000 new goats were registered with 
the association. 
By contrast, in 1968 only 5.000 goats were 
registered. 
And, not all goats are eligible for membership. 


Only purebred goats with a good family history 
can be put on the records. 
A gallon of goat milk costs the farmer between 
60 cents and $1.20. Milk from cows cost twice that 
much. 
Male goats, ( which aren't too great for milking) 
are raised for meat. 
Goats are supposed to taste something like 
lamb. 
During the Depression, a family that owned a 
patch of ground often raised goats, 
The animals have a personality all of their own 
and despite their reputation as butting animals, 
they rarely do. 
A goat can become attached to its owner and 
follow him around like a dog — which makes it dif­ 
ficult to dispatch at butchering time. 
Goats do not eat tin cans but aren't expensive to 
feed. All they really require is a little grazing 
ground — and perhaps a jug of wine and a loaf of 
bread. 


They' re also supposed to be clean animals and 
the reputation they have as smellers is a bum rap. 
If you own a female goat you can get 2 to 5 
gallons of milk from it a day for 12 or 15 years, 
Milk from goats is supposed to be easier to 
digest, doesn't affect anyone with an allergy and is 
supposed to be great in coffee. 


Another advantage of owning a goat is its grass 
trimming ability. 
It trims grass without killing it. 
Neighbors, however, might object if you traded 
in your gas guzzling power mower for a soft nib­ 
bling goat. 
Legally you could. 
In Pottstown it isn't against the law to keep 
goats as long as they don't become a nuisance — 
such as frolicking in your neighbors rose garden. 


The only animal you can't raise in Pottstown is a 
pig. 
Don't ask me why. 
So if you're inclined to become a goat owner, you 
don't have to worry about being a lawbreaker. 
Now7 comes the final question. “Why in the world 
would anyone write a column about goats?" 
Don't ask me.

The Pennsylvania Story By Mason Denison 
'Fiscal Responsibility' Short-Changes Some 


HARRISBURG - Penn­ 
s y l v a n i a ' s 
t a x p a y i n g 
brethren unquestionably 
were cheered to their 
hard-squeezed purses the 
other day when Gov. Milton 
J. Shapp in a clapless 
monologue before a joint 
gathering of lawmakers 
allowed as how “the finan­ 
cial posture of the common­ 
wealth is stronger today 
than it was in January of 
1971 
In theory, at least, it 
should indeed be in better 
posture, for most certainly 
to the uninhibited glee of 
P ein sy 1 va n i a ' s t ax con- 
tributors to the realm, 
they're paying some $2 
billion more in taxes now 
than they were when his 
excellence first assumed the

throne back in 1971. 
At that time in 1971 when 
Democrat Shapp donned the 
robe of office from outgoing 
Republican Gov. Raymond 
P. Shafer, he chided his 
p r e d e c e s s o r 
for 
an 
administration of “fiscal 
irresponsibility.’’ declared 
the state bankrupt and 
asserted he would bring 
about “fiscal responsibility"’ 
during his reign. 


It is now four years .and .$2 
billion additional taxpayer 
contributions later, and 
according to Shapp, Penn-* 
sylvan la's financial pasture 
is stronger than it was in 
1971 — or at least he so 
declared in offering his 
“State of the State*’ message 
to the legislature last week. 


On this “stronger financial 
poetare" and “ fiscal respon­ 
sibility” bit: 


The Shapp administration 
currently is some $30 million 
late in paving contractors 
for completed state highway 
work, in many cases by 
more than two months, 
which to the average person 
may seem innocuous enough 
— but 
to 
th o se doing 
business with the “fiscally 
responsible” state it isn't. 


State delay in payment of 
its bills means a shortage of 
funds in the private sector, 
certainly unwarranted in the 
“ fiscally 
responsible" 
posture Shapp says his 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
h a s 
assumed. 
W hat he means in the case 


of a Williamsport firm, for 
example, is that the contrac­ 
tor in question, owed $200.000 
by the state, has had to 
borrow to keep operating, 
and incidentally to keep 75 
employes from being laid off 
— at a cost of $2.000 in mon­ 
thly interest. 
Why the delay? Well, the 
state motor license fund 
from which such payments, 
are made has run short of 
cash 
so instead of the 
state borrowing money (and 
paying the interest) via 
short term notes to pay the 
contractors, the contractors 
themselves must borrow-the 
money and pay the interest 
out of their own pockets. 
B e l a t e d l y 
now. the 
“fiscally responsible” Shapp 
administration savs it will 


borrow the money, and con­ 
tractors should be paid — by 
the end of February or early 
in March. 


Add 
to 
the “ fiscally 
responsible” and “strong 
f i n a n c i a l 
p o s t u r e ” 
declaration of his excellen­ 
cy: 


Some $284 million is due to 
be paid today to school 
districts throughout the 
state as their share of the 
i ta x pa ye r-pai d > state sub­ 
sidy — but oops, they’re only 
scheduled to receive 85 per 
cent of that, or around $240 
million because the state's 
General Fund (to which tax­ 
payers are now contributing 
$2 billion more than four 
years ago» doesn't have the 
rnonev.

National Geographic 
Sunpower May Be Answer 
To Homeowner Heating Bills 


Washington — When the 
sun shines bright on vow old 
family home one of these 
w inters, you may not have to 
pay heating bills. 
That's the refrain being 
heard from more and more 
energy experts, imaginative 
builders, conse r vat lomsts, 
and hopeful homeowners. 
They see sun power as the 
answ er to the persisting 
energy crisis. 
Solar heating can become 
econom leal 1 y corn pet i t. ive i n 
most regions of the country' 
in the years between 1985 
and 1990, says an electric 
power compan y report. 
Installing solar energy 
collectors in, homes could 
build 
into a $77-biIlkm 
industry, says a developer 
who puts them in his new 
houses 
By the end of the century 
there may be 4.5 million 
A m e r i c a n 
houses and 
buildings heated by the sun. 
another pow er company 
predicts. 
A handful of homeowners 
with solar heaters already 
are basking in the sun, 
paying no more than 25 per­ 
cent of the cost of conven­ 
tional heating. In some cases 
using the back-up furnace 
they may need during the 
coldest days runs under $50 a 
winter., 


With more efficiency in 
solar heating, houses one 
day may cost nothing extra 
to heat, according to some 
engineers. 
So far probably no more 
than 50 buildings in the 
United States are solar 
heated, most of them houses 
but also several schools and 
office buildings. But the 
energy shortage is bringing 
interest to a boil. 
Students of a small high 
school in Warrenton. V'a.„ 
are so proud that their 
classrooms are heated by 
the sun that they have 
ignored the tempting target 
of solar collectors, a glass 
wall 26 feet high and 124 feet 


A 
solar 
collector is 
basically a box to trap the 
sun's rays and consists of a, 
glass top. a metal bottom 
painted black, and recir­ 
culating w ater in bet.wren. 
The sun's hot rays and the 
buildup of heat in the box by 
th e 
gr eenhouse effect 
together heat the water as it 
is pumped through pipes. 
The hot water then can be 
circulated through radiators 
or through coils with a fan 
blowing over them to heat by 
hot air. 
The water usually is 
stored in a basement tank 
bur led 
in 
he at-retaining 


gravel, but one builder in the 
Washington, D C . area has 
adapted this reservoir of hot 
water — room temperature 
of a bit warmer — and uses it 
as a heated indoor swim­ 
ming pool off his home's 
family room. 


Bui lders 
agree solar 
heating systems are best 
built in, when, the house in 
constructed. The southern 
roof slope must be* angled 
steeply to catch the sun's 
rays and covered with glass 
solar collectors' that can 
equal a third of the total 
floor space. 
Already built houses are 
more difficult to convert to 
solar heating, and often 
r e q u i r e 
e x t e n s i v e 
remodeling. Engineers say. 
however, that the job could 
be done by panels of but- 
ten-size solar cells, which 
convert sunshine directly 
into electricity as soon as 
inexpensive mass produc­ 
tion of the cells is perfected. 


Some sta te s are con­ 
sidering property tax cuts 
for houses with solar heating 
units, 
w h i c h experienced 
builders 
say may add 
several thousand dollars tc 
the house's construction cost 
but should pay for them 
selves in fuel savings in f|\t 
or six years.

Three years ago drugs began filling in 
the cracks of discontent, loneliness and 
unhappiness among some Pottstown 
youths. 
The dope didn’t always hide in shabby 
crash pads or back alleys. 
It was out in the open at High and York 
streets. 
It was apparent in the high school and 
junior high as youngsters were rushed to 
the hospital with drug over doses 
It stole into the lives of youngsters for 
excitement, social identity, an escape 
from problems, 
Pills, needles, pipes, burned-out min­ 
ds. bloodshot eyes, apathy, arrests - all 
the tragic aftermath of drugs infiltrated 
the Pottstown area, just as it entered 
other cities and towns throughout the 
country. 
The schools responded with anti- 
programs films, lectures and guidance 
counseling. 
Police responded with a crackdown on 
the young drug abusers and pushers, 
often using informers to penetrate the 
drug circles. 
The drug scene retaliated with ugly 
cunning - it went underground, as strong 
as ever, but far more sophisti cated. 
It profited from the mistakes of those 
busted in the open. 
Kids who once popped pills on their 
way to school, learned to take pills 
during 7th period, so they'd be flying high 
by the time school was out for the day. 
School and police officials agree that 
drugs are still a reality among the youth 
of Pottstown. 
“Things are no worse in our schools 
than in others, although kids use drugs 
more 
discreetly now.’’ said Frank 
Heifer, administrative assistant to the 
superintendent in the Pottstown School 
District. 
Heifer recalled the first real evidence 
of drug abuse in the schools was 
apparent in the second half of 1972. 
In August of 1973 the district adopted a 
detailed drug abuse policy outlining 
steps administrators, faculty, students 
and parents must take in the event of 
drug abuse 
By 1974 
the drug scene went 
underground, he said, and while Heifer 
was assistant principal at Pottstown 
High School last year he saw1 no 
emergency drug cases. 
He pointed out that Pottstown 
Memorial Medical Center's emegency 
drug treatment program was phased out. 
The school district's drug policy 
includes specific guidelines for students 
possessing or selling illegal drugs in Pot­ 
tstown schools. 
. 
The student is given the opportunity to 
call his parents, and if he refuses to call 
them, the principal contacts them, accor­ 
ding to the policy. 
The parents are given a reasonable 
amount of time to contact police before 
the principal turns the evidence over to 


police. 
Today the shock effect of the 
knowledge that borough students are 
using drugs has worn off, Heifer obser­ 
ved. 
“It became commonplace to the point 
that it went unnoticed - people were so 
used to it,” he said. 
“A couple of years ago there was daily 
use of drugs in the high school,” said 
George Ralston, director of guidance ser­ 
vices. 
“It was not uncommon in recent years 
to pass a school lavatory and smell 
marijuana,” he said, “but I haven’t 
noticed this at the high school this year.” 
“In a way we forced the drug culture 
underground,” said Chief of Police 
James E. Rodgers. “The arrests and the 
use of agents forced drug users to 
become more sophisti cated as a means 
of survival. ” 
The hard-core pusher is rare in Pott­ 
stown, in the opinion of Rodgers. 
“It’s not so much large dealers here.” 
he said. “ but individuals who buy in 
quantity and sell what they don't need.” 
Heifer agreed, explaining that to his 
knowledge much of the drug traffic 
depends on supply from Philadelphia. 
Several youths often go to the city to 
score what, they need. 
Ralston. Heifer and Chief Rodgers 
concurred that the abuse of drugs in 
schools is for the most part confined to 
the senior and junior high schools. 
There is no strong indication of drug 
use at the intermediate or elementary 
school levels, they-said. 
Relaxed attitudes in the entire country 
toward marijuana are seen in Pottstown 
youth, and the three men agreed that 
smoking of the weed has transcended the 
tra ditional drug scene, moving even into 
professional circles. 
“But any personal feelings about the 
use of mari juana must be overridden by 
the law that governs us,” Heifer stated. 
Rodgers said he sees an increasingly 
relaxed attitude toward marijuana, an 
attitude which is still changing. 
“Marijuana is more widely accepted 
now by society in general.” the police 
chief said. 
“Some doctors and psychologists say it 
should be legalized.They contend people 
who need it are sick, and by arresting 
them we penalize them for their 
sickness,” Rodgers continued. “It bears 
looking into.” 
He pointed out that many so-called 
“straights” are addicted to “medicine 
chest drugs,” such as tranquilizers and 
sleeping pills, yet they condemn mari 
juana 
“As a policeman 1 see an erosion of our 
standards,” Rodgers concluded. “I'm 
looking forward to the time when we can 
stabilize the situation and weigh the 
harm of drugs both to the user and to 
society,”

Pottstown Schedule Cut 
Recession Hits Limousine Service 


As the cost of traveling gets higher and money grows 
tighter, most people are keeping business and pleasure 
trips toa minimum. 
While this doesn’t have too much effect on railroads 
and buses, in the area it is putting the pinch on 
limousine services which cater to customers bound for 
airports and major railroad terminals. 
Spokesmen for the Liberty Cab and Limousine Co., 
which provides transportation between the Pottstown 
Holiday Inn and Philadelphia International Airport, 
said the company experienced a decrease in business 
over the past year. 
For a number of years the firm ran cars to the air­ 
port and to the 30th Street Station every hour starling 
at 7 a.m. on weekdays. 
Last March, however, the company decided to limit 
the number of trips to one every two hours. 
“We definitely hit a lull starting last March, and 
that’s the reason the schedule on the Pottstown run was 
cut down somewhat,” said John Switzer, company 
dispatcher. “Business has been about the same since 


then." 
Switzer estimated the number of people using the 
airport shuttle is down 15 to 20 per cent. 
He said the main reason for the decline is simply 
because people are traveling less. “With inflation and 
the economy the way it is. people are skipping 
unnecessary trips,” he said, "Airport traffic is way 
down and since most of our customers go to the airport, 
our business also suffers.” 
Another possible factor in the decrease is the fact 
that the company charges $8.80 for a ride to the airport 
and many businessmen may be using car pools or fin­ 
ding other means of transportation in an effort to cut 
costs., 
“It's possible that some people are looking for less 
expensive ways to get to the airport, but I really think 
people are just traveling less,” Switzer said. 
“Our service provides the most direct and con­ 
venient way to get to the airport, and businessmen 
know this. I feel that when the economy grow s stronger 
business will pick up again. ”

Loses Track 


Of Aliens 


Because of a new system of returning 
alien registration cards, it nowj is 
impossible to tell how’ many persons not 
citizens of the United States registered 
their addresses in January, according to 
postal officials. 


Anthony lezzi. Pottstown postmaster, 
said this is the first year the U S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
printed self-addressed cards which 
aliens wrere to mail directly after affixing 
a 10-cent stamp. 
Previously cards were returned to the 
local postmasters, who then forwarded 
them to the federal government agency. 


However, since the cards are picked up 
at the local post offices, there still is an 
indication of how many aliens registered. 


Iezzi said between 300 and 350 cards 
were obtained during January, most of 
them toward the beginning of the month. 
Postmaster Harry E. Grim. Boyer- 
town. said 90 cards were given out by his 
clerks, a figure slightly lower than in 
previous years. 
But he too didn't know how* many cards 
are mailed from his community to the 
alien address report processing center in 
Rockville, Md. 
A supervisor of the Phoenixville Post 
Office estimated that slightly more than 
100 cards were picked up there. 
However, he hastened to add that this 
figure can be misleading because 
occasionally the post office is asked to 
forward some of its supply to nearby 
smaller offices.

In the opinion handed down in San Francisco by 
Federal Judge W.T. Sweigert, it is stated that the draft 
rule in professional football is "patently unreasonable 
insofar as it permits virtually perpetual boycott of a 
draft prospect even when the drafting club refuses or 
fails within a reasonable time to reach a contract with 
the player." 
In other words, when Atlanta drafts, say, Steve 
Bartkowski of California, and the two are unable to 
agree on terms, Bartkowski is forbidden indefinitely 
from dealing with any other team in the National 
League. 
Judge Sweiger intimates he wouldn't eliminate the 
draft, but would place on the teams a reasonable time 
limit within which they would have to sign the player. 
A reasonable period could be maybe six months. 
Because the National League owners don't trust 
each other, they would prefer a minimum of two years. 
Here is why: 
Say that an owner who needs a quarterback were 
to get together quietly with Bartkowski and tell him to 
cool it with Atlanta, promising more money, a better 
team and a livelier city. The quarterback then could 
resist the Falcons for six months and make a fatter deal 
elsewhere. 


R E S T R A IN IN G PERIOD 
But 
if he 
were 
restrained for two years, 
he 
wouldn't be as anxious to stay out of football for that 
period while waiting for the fatter deal. He also would 
lose two years pay, two years pension time and the 
like. 


This is what the NFL owners might propose, but 
they won't get aw ay with it, because the court is almost 
certain to rule that preventing a man from earning a 
living for two years is not reasonable. 
For the moment, the league is pretending that 
Judge Sweigert never proffered an opinion on the mat­ 
ter. If is searching for legal recourse, but, sooner or 
later, must come face to face with the hard truth. 
Now you examine the situation from the stand­ 
point of the player agent. His client has been drafted in 
January. The club, understandably, is anxious to sign 
him. 


But, as they say, the agent is going to sit chilly for 
at least two reasons. 
First, he wants to see how this contest in court 
comes out. If the judge's rule is to be instituted this 
year, the agent doesn't want to make a deal pre­ 
maturely. 


And secondly, he hasn't yet given up on that 
monument to hunger, that scourge of the bankruptcy 
court, the W o rld Football League. 
In Latin, Hebrew, English and Swahili, final rites 
were being recited for the W FL when suddenly a groan 
was heard from the bier. 
Alas, the stiff moved. 


Its pulse is still weak, but now it is talking about 
an eight-team league in which the players would par­ 
ticipate in the profits. 
Bringing up profits in connection with the WFL is 
like discussing abstinence in a brothel. 
But while a fleck of credibility is still there, the 
agents will not rush, meaning you don't want to look 
for any premium players to be signed at least until 
summer. 


If a team says to a player, "We'll give you 
$100,000 to sign right now, but only $50,000 if you 
wait until June/1 do you know what the player will do? 
He'll run to the judge and claim that he is being 
coerced by villains trying to divest him of his bargaining 


rights. 


C O M P L IC A T E D PROBLEMS 
So the National League has big troubles today. 
They are complicated by the fact that the judge also 
has called illegal the Rozelle Rule, which sets machinery 
for just compensation when a player shifts from one 


team to another. 
O n M ay 1, Joe Namath, who has played out his 
option, will be a free agent. If, by that time, the Ro­ 
zelle Rule officially has been voided, you can imagine 
the action Namath will engender among teams no long­ 
er forced to compensate the Jets. 
The only party they'll have to compensate is Nam ­ 
ath. Owners swear they will hold the line on ali piayers, 
but they also swore they would hold it when the World 
Football League started. And they didn't. 
At many stations in the NFL, ticket prices for 7 5 
already have been boosted. The owners don't yet know 


it, but the G reat Resistance is near.

so-called Rozelle Rule. The 
case, brought as an antitrust 
action against the league 
and its 26 member teams, is 
being heard without a jury 
by U.S. District Court Judge 
Earl Larson. 
The Rozelle Rule covers 
the cases in which a player 
declines to sign a contract 
and plays out his option 
year, thus becoming a free 
agent 
and 
eligible 
to 
negotiate with other teams. 
But in the event the two 
clubs don't agree on terms, 
the league commissioner is 
empowered by NFL by-laws 
to step in and decide which 
players 
or draft choices 
shall go to the team losing 
the player. 
The players association 
contends that rule unfairly 
restricts a player's ability to 
set 
his 
own 
terms and 
amounts to forced servitude. 
The organization contends 
that teams are wary of sig­ 
ning a free agent because 
they have no idea whom the 
commissioner might take in 
exchange. 
Mackey. who signed with 
the Baltimore Colts in 1963. 
said a player should be able 
to sign with a team where he 
can be a regular instead of 
riding the bench. Mackey 
played for the Colts nine 
years, then was sent to San 
Diego. 
On cross-examination by 
Paul Tagliabue. attorney for 
the NFL from Washington, 
Mackey acknowledged there 
were several special clauses 


added to his contract with 
the Colts, including a no-cut. 
no-trade provision and help 
in 
getting 
offseason 
employment. 


Attorney Jam es McKay, 
also 
of 
Washington and 
defending 
the 
NFL club 
owners, said in an opening 
statement 
that 
a 
labor 
dispute was at issue, and 
that the controversy should 
be resolved through contract 
bargaining and the National 
Labor Relations Board. 


“These regulations (NFL 
rules I are reasonable under 


any antitrust standards, par­ 
ticularly in view of the way
